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HERE WE ARE at another filn 
festival. Belgrade, Budapest, and 
now Berlin. But the great news is 
that the Berlin festival this year had 
nothing to du with films. As a matter 
of fact, they were just an excuse, for 
the real event was elsewhere, in the 
city's official press conference 
rooms. 

At this meeting point between 
East and West, more sensitive than 
any other place in the world to the 
slightest threat of an impending 
cataclysm, the need to helieve that 
things must impruve is an absolute 
necessity. And when Gorbachev 
opens upall sorts of possibilities, and 
puts ἃ personal acquaintance, Elem 
Klimov, at the head of the film 
industry and allows him to empty the 
warehouses of all the films piling up 
there under strict orders from the 
censors, you have to adniit tha! thero 
are reasons to rejoice. 

All the cameras in Berlin were 
riveted on Klimov, who was a guest 
of honour, and Jack Valenti, a for- 
mer White House adviser who is the 
chairman of the Motion Picture 
Association of America, as they 
shook hands again and again, drank 
countless glasses of champagne 
together, and pledged eternal 
friendship. 

Given the general atmosphere, it 
was pretty obvious that the Russians 
would collect major prizes for some 
of the black-listed films they were 
willing to display, of which much has 
been heard in the West, but little has 
been seen. 


CLEB PANFILOV's Thema, the 
entry to walk away with most of the 
awards, including the top one, 
should have won them anyway, be- 
cause it was the best picture in com- 
petition. A brilliant study of an im- 
aginary Soviet writer who has lost all 
contact with his country and the 
people living in it, it was made in 
1979 but banned until recently. 

The reason for this was that a 
secondary character decides, in one 
of the final sequences, that he has 
had enough of the Soviet system and 
intends to emigrate to Israel. 

No such thing could be said out 
loud in Moscow at the time (it is a 
wonder that it is altowed to be said 
today). With the resistance put up by 
the Writers’ Union, which felt in- 
sulted by the picture, there was no 
problem in freezing it for eight years, 
even if Panfilov is one of the leading 
film-makers in the country. 

The banning of Alexander Sokur- 

ov's Heartless Grief probably re- 
sulted not from what it said, (cven 
astute censors must have been defe- 
ated by that, given the film’s ex- 
perimental nature), but for the deca- 
dent way in which it said it. It-is 
rather like Chekovian landscape 
viewed through Rasputin’s perspec- 
tive. - 
The bewildering film was shown in 
competition, and the director should 
haye accompanied it to explain its 
meaning. But, we were told, Sokur- 
ev could not come to Berlin for 
personal reasons ~ which sounds like 
a familiar echo from the past,

ing everything around him. He neg- 
lects his work, his family, his own 
well-being: art is the only thing that 
counts, and through art he touches 
the rest of the villagers, who give him 
their support. 

Tt is a naive but highly effective 
lyrical film, full of visual allegories. 
For example, the prisoner escaping 
from his jail at the top of a high rock 
and jumping straight into the coo! 
waters of the river is used as a 
metaphor for the soul of an artist 
fleeing the confines of daily exist- 
ence for a loftier realm. 

Then there are the musicians with 
whom the film starts, first one, then 
more and more filing up the cobbled 
streets. They contribute.their com- 
ments throughout the picture. There 
are masterful characterizations of 
the villagers, each established in one 

erceptive shot. Not to mention the 
Key scene in the film, in which all its 
humour, pain and pathos are con- 
densed. ' 

The painter, who has come to 
offer his latest painting to the rich 
man of the village in the hope of 
getting his shop back, is admitted, 
with his. whole family, into the ele-" 
gant salon where the rich man is 
having breakfast with his family. 
Everybocly tooks at the painting, and 
then everybady looks at the face of 
‘the man to whom it is being offered.

Simple, efficient and terribly hu- 
man, this is one more example of the 
vitality and originality to be found in 
the remote Soviet republics, not al- 
ways promoted abroad by Moscow, 


WHILE The Lit Lantern was made 
in 1983 and is only now being shown 
butside the USSR, The Long Good-. 
bye, was produced in 1971 and has. 
never been. shown at all, evon in. 
‘Russia, The Forum sneaked it in at 
the last moment as ἃ replacement for . 
another film which did not show up, 


In Belgrade, earlier in the month, 
another renegade with a long history 
of skirmishes with the Moscow cen- 
sors, Alexei Gherman, had told 
everyone who was prepared to listen 
that they should ask to see the films 
of Kira Muratova. “I don’t like the 
woman," he said, “but she is a 
temarkable director.” Also, he 
added, she is perpetually on the 
black list. 

Since The Long Goodbye is signed 
by Muratova, its appearance in Ber- 
lin was immediately interpreted as 
another step in the Great Thaw, 
even if the film did arrive very late 
and without any accompanying in- 
formation. The single page about the 
director was improvised .by A. 
Plakhov, the film critic of Pravda 
and one of the chief engineers of the 
new Soviet film policy. 

Frankly, it is difficult to figure out 
what exactly was so objectionable in 
re intimate and sophisticated little 

film. ’ 

Shot in black and white, and using 
editing techniques that are re- 
freshing and innovative even by to- 
day's standards, it describes the rela- 
tions between a mother and her. 
teenage son, sharing one room in a 


. communal flat in Odessa. 


Ie is sensitive, humorous, intelli- 
gent and original in the way it por- 
trays the difficulties of growing up 
under the supervision of a nagging 
parent who is still an attractive 
woman given to flirting. She is also a 
successful translator who regards 
herself as discriminated against in 


_ her Job because she is a woman. 


Muratova lavishes a great deal of 
attention on the details of everyday 


‘Wife. She knows her characters in-. 


timately and likes them in spite of 
their shortcomings, obtaining a mag- 
tificent performance from Zenaida 
Sharko as the mother who will go to 
any lengths to keep her son with her. 

So why was the film left on the 
shelf so long? 

Some say because it portrays liv- 
ing conditions in the Soviet Union in 
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unglamorous, obviously sub- 
Western standards, unacceptable for 
propoganda reasons. Others say that 
the Translators’ Union, which is un- 
flatteringly presented, managed to 
keep it off the screen. And there are 
those who believe it is typical of an 
over-cautious bureaucracy, that 
says, “When in doubt, don't.” In any 
case, its presence in Berlin was most 
“welcome. 


IT IS interesting that all the Russian 
films shown at the festival were pro- 
duced several years ago, and all were 
proud of having been banned. None 
of the latest productions were dis- 
played, and one is curious to find out 
whether the winds have really 
changed as much as we would like ta 
believe. 

Ina long conversation with Panfi- 
Jov the day after he received the 
Golden Bear, he seemed to be per- 
suaded that everything is changing, 
but that 70 years cannot be erased 
with one stroke of the pen, Hopeful- 
ly, he is right, but only time will tell. 


BEFORE LEAVING the Commun- 
ist bloc, two Polish films should be 
mentioned. One of them was eagerly 
anticipated by everybody, it being 
Andrzej Wajda’s latest, Chronicle of 
4 Love Story. 

As Wajda films go, this was a 
light-weight, a Romeo and Juliet 
story in a provincial town on the eve 
of World War II. There are dark 

remonitions of Polish irresponsibil- 
ity and all kinds of hints about the 
State of the country (including a 
stroll through a Jewish quarter). 
"The focus, however, ts on adoles- 
cent sexual awakening and the inno- 
cent love-story, all in multifiltered 
images, with evocative shots of Pol- 
ish cavalry galloping to meet Hitler's 
matur ὁ τὰς elements hardly man- 
age to come together and the final 
result is thin, considering the Wajda 
potential.-

symbolical title Aviliade, a combina- 
tion of two wards: axe, the lumber. 
jack's tool and Scheherazade of the 
Thousand and One Nighis. Written 
by Edward Stachura, an author who 
succeeded in commiting suicide at 
the sixth attempt, this is the story ofa 
young poet who wants to retum to 
the simple life, without the complex- 
ities of modern society. 

He chooses a distant village and 
sels out to make a living as ἃ lumber- 
jack. Tle is happy until he realizes 
that all he has done is just to hide 
from himself and trom the truth. He 
keeps asking himself, * Is it worth 
the trouble of living?” und finally 
answers the question by stepping in 
front of a speeding locomotive, just 
as the author did. Directed by 
Witold Leczszynski, Axiliade was 
chosen as the best Polish film last 
year. ll is easy to see why. 


ANOTHER significant presence in 
Berlin was the Far East. To begin 
with Japan, which for the first time 
has been willing to face its war 
crimes, until lately passed over in 
silence except for one documentary, 
The Tokyo Trials. This year they 
were far more specific. 

In competition there was The Sea 
and the Poison, a rather 
conventionally-made picture on an 
extremely explosive subject, for it 
describes life in a Japanese hospital 
near the end of the war. 

Up to a certain point, this could 
almost be General Hospital, were it 
not for the very realistic scenes of an 
operation with unnnerving close-ups 
of all the details. But as it proceeds, 
the internal intrigues und power- 
plays between the younger and the 
older surgeons pale, and the real 
issue comes to light. 

The Japanese have just captured 
the crew of an American B-29 and 
are offering them to the hospital as 
human guinea-pigs. The surgeons 
not only perform vivisections on 
them, but in a grand act of defiance, 
offer the liver of one of them to the 
attending army officers who appear 
to enjoy the show very much and 
have every intention of tasting the 
delicacy. 

By the end, nobody really cares 
about the cinematic qualities of this 
film. It is the statement of self- 
incriminating historicat fucts in such 
a blunt fashion, bearing the national 
flag in an international cultural 
event, that is so exceptional. 


THE FORUM presented an even 
stronger and much less conventional 
item on the same theme. Forward, 
God's Army by Kazuo Hara is ἃ 
documentary about a singular char- 
acter, a man who has decided to 
dedicate his life to comforting the 
tormented souls of the dead com- 
rades in arms who served with him in 
New Guinea. An unruly and rebel- 
lious character with a police record, 
he sets out to look for the graves of 
the fallen soldiers and discovers in 
the process that two of them were 


executed by. their officer, three 


weeks after the war was over. 

With fanatical persistence, he de- 
cides to discover the truth, proceed 
ing from one survivor of his unit to 
another. With a film crew on his tail, 
he penetrates into people’s homes, 
and if they refuse to answer his 
questions he strikes them and then 
offers to call the police himself. 
disclosing the camera that will wit- 
ness his unjust arrest. Ὲ 

The film now turns into a thriller. 


as more and more information is . 


made available about the past, some 
true, mich of it fabricated to get rid 
of the man.

THERE [5 still a lot that could be 
said about the Hongkong and 
Taiwan contributions this year, and 
about the magnificent Rouben 
Mamoulian retrospective, asto- 
nishing in the freshness of such clas- 
sics of the Thirties as The Gay De- 
speradoes, Love me Tonight or 
Becky Sharp. 

There were hundreds of other 
films, from every imaginable corner 
of the world, including Israel (Burn- 
ing Land was accepted in a parallel 
section, three years after it was 
made). 

Some of them, like Children of a 
Lesser God, will soon be released in 
Israel, but oblivion will be the lot of 
most, some of them forgotten before 
the first screening was over. And 
there were interesting highlights, 
such as The Pointsman from Hol- 
land, Crazy Love from Belgium, My 
Case from Portugal, and The Color 
of Destiny from Brazil. 

But due respect to them all it was 
politics, morning, noon and night, it 
Berlin. However one shouldn't com- 
plain. If not for politics, who knows 
if this festival would have ever ex- 
isted at all?

DIRECTOR Jack Gold had a 
choice. He could either follow 
Claude Lanzmann's lead, filming in- 
terviews with the few survivors of the 
October 1943 escape from Sobibor 
to produce a documentary account. 
Or he could use their testimony to 
reconstruct that heroic uprising. 

In the event, he opted for the 
second alternative, hoping, perhaps, 
to make a film that would appeal toa 
wider audience, diluting the message 
slightly, but making it palatable to 
more people than would have watch- 
ed a documentary.

THE FILM was premiered at the 
opening of London's Jewish Film 


.Festival two weeks ago, and when it 


is shown' on Israel TV later in the 
year, viewers will see that Gold has 
made concessions for modern audi- 
ences. 

Life for the 600 Sobibor Jewish 
Sonderkommandos -- spared from 
the gas chambers because of their 
trades, and used by the Nazis to 
“welcome” the trainloads of Jews 
and sort out their belongings after 
they had been sent to the ovens - 
could surely not have been as 
pleasant as Gold portrays it. 

The men and women have time to 
dance, chat, play chess and make 
love, and although we see them 
scrambling for their watery soup and 
stale bread, they are not particularly 


thin and they never look remotely 
hungry. The Sonderkommandos' 
Sobibor, in fact, resembles nothing 
so much as an ordinary prisoner-of- 
war camp. 

Largely, however, the picture jus- 
tifies these distortions, for it Celis its 
tale wonderfully well. We sec how 
the bewildered, hopeless Jews are 
slowly stirred into action by the 


_ sheer brutality of the Nazi taskmas- 


ters. The relentless cruelty is simply 
intolerable, and escape, πὸ matter 
how unlikely the prospect of success, 
becomes the only lifeline. 


THE SOBIBOR escape was the 
largest and most successful of its 
kind in World War Il -halfof the 600 
escapees made it out of the camp, 
through the surrounding minefields 
and into the relative safety of the 
Polish forests. 

It is beautiful to watch the plan 
unfold, so simple in its execution 
once the first step has been taken. By 
the time the Jews are swarming over 
the barbed-wire fences, we have 
come to know many of them well, 
and it is marvellously uplifting to 
watch them fleeing to safety, and 
profoundly sad to see the lifeless 
forms of those who did not make it. 

The Sobibor escape, as the leading 
characted Leon puts it, was the 
purest form of revenge. The prison- 
ers survived their captivity. They 
lived through a death camp. They 
came back to tell the tale, testifying 
at war-crimes trials, or, in one utter- 
ly deserving case, meting out ἃ 
rather rougher justice. 


THE FILM is well cast, with Alun 
Arkin convincing as the calm, au- 


thoritative Leon, whose reserves of 
inner strength appear endless, and 
without whom the escape would 
surely never have taken place. 

fqually good, but more surpri- 
singly so, is Rutger Hauer, as the 
ranking officer of a detachment of 
Russian prisoners of war brought to 
the camp. Most of Hauer's previous 
film-roles have had hin portraying 
mean, insensitive killer types. Here 
he is the man of action giving shape 
to Arkin's ideas. 

The two work well together, as, no 
doubt, did Leon and Sasha Pacula, 
though Jess so. And while an audi- 
ence might find it just credible that 
the inmates are dressed almost im- 
maculately, it is hard to believe that 
the women could spare the hour or 
so daily that Miss Pacula evidently 
spent on her make-up. 


INITIALLY, Escape froi: Sobibor 
is hard to take seriously. We have 
become accustomed over the years 
to poor quality black-and-white ar- 
chive films of the concentration 
camps, where the sun never shone 
and the birds never sang. ᾿ 

That monochrome evidence has 
somehow always kept the Holocaust 
at a distance — at least for those who 
did not live through it. By choosing, 
to dramatize his subject, and in full, 
glorious technicolor, Gold has cros- 
sed that divide. 

The sun did shine back in 1943, the 
grass grew green in the minefields, 
and the world was really very similar 
to the one we live in now. Yet 
Sobibor existed, and one can only 
marvel at the courage of those few 
hundreds who daredtoescapeit, ©

IF YOU'VE BEEN fiddling with the 
dial on your radio in an attempt to 
tune into an English language broad- 
cast, you'll have very little trouble 
locating the Voice of Peace, the 
BBC, the Vaice of America or Jor- 
dan. The tough nut to crack will be 
Israel Radio, whose English and 
other foreign-language broadcasts 
have gone haywire since the start of 
the Demjanjuk trial. 

for years, the irate Anglos who 
petitioned dhe Broadcasting Authar- 
ity tu make air time available for an 
English-language newscast an televi- 
sion to combat the influence, on 
tourists especially, of Jordan TV, 
were toll that as long as there was 
only one television channel in [sracl, 
this was not feasible, The IBA dc- 
fended its stand by arguing that there 
were sufficient English-language 
broadcasts on Israel Radio. 

Well, that's no longer the case. 
“This is Cheim,"say members of the 
radio's English-language news and 
feature departments, whose broad- 
casting schedule has been disrupted 
by the trial. Schedules remain intact 
on Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays, 
but broadcasts have been dropped or 
shifted on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays and Thursdays, the 
days.on which the court is in session. 

Network One listeners would be 
justifiably angry if the court pro- 
ceedings were taken off the air at the 
most dramatic moment just to 
accommodate an English-language 
news bulletin, says Israel Radio's 
spokeswoman Ziva Levine, The En- 
glish section staffers agree, but ques- 
tion the wisdom of using the Net- 
work One, which is an AM station, 


instead of splitting an AM/FM sta- 
tion, They say that the present 
arrangement is a demonstration of 
poor planning and cite Galei Zahal, 
the Army Radio, as an example of a 
network which shows concern for 
the likes and dislikes of all its listen- 
ers. 


WHEN Galei Zahal implemented 
live transmission of the trial, it didse 
via FM and continued its regular 
broadcasts on AM. 

Just before the trial began, the 
English service introduced a new 
series, Guest in the Snidia, in whieh 
well-known personalities (ulked ub- 
out their backgrounds. After only 
ane broadcast, it was pushed aside 
by the Demjanjuk trial. 

While local listeners may be suf- 
fering, from αὶ sudden dearth of En- 
glish broadcasts from Israel Radio, 
Telays abroad continuc as normal, 
Approximately 20 different prog- 
rammies on tourism, sport, consumer 
affairs, human interest, Soviet Jew- 
ry, Christian affairs, science, his- 
tory, the arts, news and listeners’ 
letters are relayed abroad. Listeners 
in Jerusalem and Tel Aviv can, with 
alittle difficulty pick up these broad- 
casts on FM 88.8 at 7.00, 13.00, 
22.00, 24.30 and early next morning 
at 2.00, 3.00 and 4.00. 

Listeners in other parts of the 
country will just have to make do 
with what there is either until the 
trial is over or until Israel Radio 
comes up with an alternative to its 
current policy. 


THIS IS NOT the only irritant which 
has been aggravating English Radio 


glish 


of late. At the beginning of this year, 
when the bulk of the Israel Radio 
news department was moved to new, 
sophisticated studios in Jerusalem's 
Romema quarter, the English news 
service was included. The English 
feature section remained in the 
dilapidated building in Helene 
Haniilka Street, which has served as 
Israel Radiv’s headquarters since 
mandatory days. There is under- 
standable resentment. Some of the 
staffers describe themselves as “thie 
Palestinians of the radio” and com- 
plain ahout cisclimination and isola- 
tion. They don't begrudge their news 
colleagues their vastly improved 
conditions, but can't understand 
why all broadeasters were not in- 
cluded in the betterment plan. 

Those remaining in the ald build- 
ing have a feeling of abandonment. 
People with whom they worked in 
close harmony for years have sud- 
denly disappeared, tock, stock and 
barre]. Although the geographic dlis- 
tance between the two studio com- 
plexes is onty a 0-minute drive, it 
could well be the distance between 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, as far as 
some people ure concerned. “We 
hardly see each other any more,” 
complained one stuffer. “We com- 
muunicate via facsimile, which in the 
final analysis is going to be more 
expensive than moving us as well,"

NOTHING SPURS like competi- 
tion. Confronted with the daily real- 
ity of the second television channel 
and the possibility of several new 
radio stations, the Israel Broadeast- 
ing Authority has begun to gird its 
Joins. 

No sooner was the sophisticated 
mdio news complex completed in 
Jerusalem's Romemia ovighbour- 
hood, than work began on a parking 
bay on one side and the construction 
of a new television studio on the 
other. An existing TV studio is also 
being remodelled. 

“Lf [had the money" says Nakdi- 
mon Rogel, the [BA's head of spe- 
cial projects, “1 would build a dozen 
new stulios.” 

The news complex, which was an 
uphill, four-year drive in which con- 
struction deadlines were repeatedly 
revised, cust close to $3 million. 
There's no telling how much the Sik) 
sq. mi. television studio will cost. The 
absolute mininium, estimates Rogel, 
will be $1.5m. The job should be 
finished within 18 months, unless 
building costs rise so much that the 
budget so far approved turns ta be 
inadequate and work has to he held 
up until a new budget is approved. 

Plans for the television studio in- 
clude the most up-to-date lighting, 
acoustic and air-condilioning sys- 
tems and an auditorium with a sea- 
ting capacity of 120-150. 

“It will be a fantastic step forward 
for drama and light-entertainment 

roductions” enthuses Rogel. The 
BA would like to embark on some- 
thing more ambitious, he adds, “but 
we're having to do now what is 
within reach timewise and money- 
wise.”

There are several other areas of 
growth and development, but Rogel 
is keeping them up his sleeve for the 
time being.

Its repetoire ranges from Swan 
Lake to the works of Danovski and 
younger choreographers.

bourg, Czechoslovakia, Turkey,

Onc of the Fantasio personnel has 
been quoted as saying that the com- 
pany aims at a “new style and new 
techniques that are uniquely our 
own. Romania is a land of music and 
dance... We aim to express it in our 
productions.” Critics have reniarked 
on its “high professionalism,., pro- 
fuse grace.”

29, 30 and at the Jerusalem Theatre, 
April 2. 


WITH STRAUSS (two Johanns and 
. @ Josef), with sets that recall the 
heyday of Viennese high life (by 
Pantells Dessylias), with costumes 
(by Alice Maria Schlesinger) that 
seemed to have walked out of a 
Schnitzler play and with choreogra- 
phy by Gerlinde Dill (ballet mistress 
of the company), the Vienna State 
Opera Ballet put its best foot for- 
ward at the Jerusalem Shcrover 
Theatre (March 14). Here the charm 
of legendary Vienna was evoked in a 
choreography so devised as to show 
off what lay most within the powers 
of the company, 

Viennese Scenes, made up of a 
series of images of pleasure-loving 
people, turned the clock back to the 
19th century, put the women into

point shoes(which they hadn't worn 
in this programme till then) and 
dressed the men so that they were 
never far from looking military. So 


there was bravura in the dancing 


with enough pirouettes and fouettés, 
leaps and stretches to produce a 
sense of vigour and speed, an 
appearance of lightness and brio. 

In all this, the women were conspi- 
cuously better than the men, some of 
whose well-developed thighs were 
perhaps a hindrance to high eleva- 
tion and convincing resilience. Yet 
all were attractive, and many were 
exceptional -- particularly a little girl 
in blue, anotherin pale green, a third 
in a bland-coloured dress, a young 
man who made the only grand jeté 
and another in a sort of jockey suit 
who dared much. Yet the real 
warmth of the scenes belonged not 
to them bul to the ensemble of 
dancers which at the end numbered 


“more than 30. 


Dill's choreography was not in- 
novative, but sufficiently inventive 
to keep the dancing stylish and 
smooth. Clever indeed was the way 


the dancers were spirited off the 
stage to allow wide space for the 
dance design. It was interesting to 
see how much more this choreog- 
rapher was able to capture of the old 
Vienna than did Grete Wiesenthal 
whose dances were created closer in 
time to that period. 

Of the three scenes of Wiesenthal 
Dances set to live piano music (play- 
ed by Winfried van den Hovey, 
Roses of the South (music: Johann 
Strauss the Younger) looked school- 
girlish, having neither the pace nor 
the pulse to make it more than 
tamely romantic. 


THE DUET set to a transcription of 
Schubert's Andante from the Death 
and the Maiden quartet was, howev- 
er, danced with fine emotional con- 
trol and technical skill by Jolantha 
Seyfried as the Maiden in white, 
wearing a garland in her hair and by 
Marialuisa Jaska, whose tall figure 
as Death (in a black gown) added 
majesty. This was much enhanced by 
the fact that her face was not painted 
or masked. Death has ἃ human face. 


Five girls in beautiful dresses that 
had something gypsyish about them, 
emphasized by the headscarves, 
caught the mazurka rhythm of the 
third scene well -- but these Wiesen- 
thal dances still left the impression 
that they were more notable for 
historical than artistic values. 

Jiri Kylian's Cradle Song was re- 
viewed last week and a second look 
did not change my view of it, but I 
have a correction to make — pointed 
out by a reader.

2 Philip Glass and Dietrich Bavsz- 
nern) is centred on the reactions and 
behaviour of simple people: the 
villagers who waken to summer 
urges, the family and its problems. 


FIREPLACE has three sections that 
join together aspects of life as they 
affect a family. The first scene repre- 
sents the relationships of father, 
mother, son and daughter, their fric- 
tions and their fights -- some funny, 
some serious ~ all expressed in wide, 
dramatic movements. At the end 
they all come together in a close 
circle at the symbolic fireplace, drop 
off their clothes indicating their 
strong ties and release from false 
values. As they dance (showing only 
their backs), a figure in pink appears 
in a solo that carries over into the 
next scene: a duet of love. Strident 
music and falling bodies indicate 
only too well the sounds and cir- 
cumstances of war in the third scene 
— but there is a re-birth too. 

I asked one of the budding diplo- 
mats what he thought about the 
performance, “It didn’t say anything 
to me, this kind of dancing, but if it 
goes abroad and is good from my 
country, I’m all for it,” was his reply. 
Pethaps these handsome and hand- 
picked young people should be ex- 
posed more often to the develop- 
ments goingonaroundthem. - 9

THE FRENCH must think Betty 
Blue is a great picture, otherwise 
they wouldn't have picked it for the 
Academy Awards nominations this 
year. It is also quite probable that in 
many other quarters outside France, 
it is regarded its terribly French, or 
what some people usually associate 
with Gallic cinema: a sex kitten un- 
veiling her charms in the most natu- 
ral manner; a smattering of intellec- 
tual patter; and lots of pretty, col- 
ourful images. 

Here I feel 1 must come to the 
defence of the French cinema, which 
atits best is far more than all that. To 

t the fake soliloquies of Jean Jac- 
ques Beineix, the director of Betty 
Blue, on the same level as Resnais 
and Rohmer, to mention two film- 
makers whose movies are at present 
being shown in Israel (Resnais is the 
subject of a retrospective at the three 
cinematheques, Rohmer’s Summer 
is running. in Tel Aviv), is simply 
ridiculous. 

Beineix is a young man who made 
a big splash with Diva, which un- 
veiled an original eye and held lots of 
promise for the future. But his sub- 
sequent films, instead of confirming, 
rather spoiled the first impression. 

It was already clear in Diva that 
his exclusive thematic interest in life 
was l'amour fou, as the French like 
to define that overpowering passion 
that deprives rational people of their 
senses.

ignoring any reasonable script con- 
struction, and allowed him to de- 
vote all his attention to visual gim- 
mickry, not necessarily very relevant 
to the subject of the film but at least 
very catchy, often enough to make 
the audience believe they were 
watching high art. 

Moon in the Gutter, Beineix's 
second film, never released here, 
was it perfect example of this make- 
believe kind of film-making. 


NOW WE'RE BACK in the same 
universe, supposedly a bit more 
realistic and closer to life, but in 
truth as fabricated and pretentious 
as ever. 

Beineix’s hero is a proletarian 
genius -- or so we are supposed to 
believe. He takes any job to make a 
living, he doesn't require comfort or 
cultural intercourse, but secretly he 
fills notebooks with profound, in- 
spired reflections. All we know ab- 
out this is what we are told by the 
young lady who accidentally stum- 
bles on the masterpiece and decides 
that it must be published for the 
whole world to admire. 

This young lady is - or at least 
should be — the film’s main asset. 
Sensual, completely governed by her 
instincts, a total non-conformist and 
individualist and, most of all, a 
woman in love. Once she discovers 
our hero, in a torrid night of ecstasy 
that was deleted from the print re~

modesty of our censors, she sticks to 
him like glue, types his masterpiece 
and sends it to all possible pub- 
lishers. She is prepared to go to any 
lengths for her devouring love. 

Her passion draws the man into its 
vortex and culminates in her com- 
pletely losing her mental balance. At 
which point the tragic ending is in- 
evitable, as it always is in this kind of 
story. For do we not know our poor 
world is too imperfect to accept such 
enormous emotional charges, and 
too petty to allow them to survive? 


IF 1 SOUND rather cynical, it is 
because absolutely nothing in Betry 
Blue seems even barely credible. -If 
anything it looks like a prettified 


caricature that is neither funny nor 
sad, but just enormously preten- 
tious, for no good reason. 

The script places all this in limbo, 
no reference to time and place being 
necessary, for obviously we are deal- 
ing in absolute values that have no- 
thing to do with a specific location or 

riod. And since we drift on a 
symbolical level the whole time, itis 
not necessary for the plot to make 
sense either, A piano shop slipped in 
here, some pastoral scenery dragged 
in there, are just landscapes gazed at 
from cloud nine to help us 
apprehend the profound nature of 
the two lovers. 

The trouble is that the two lovers 
seem to be anything but profound. 


al cases, as is indeed proved by the 
finale, but never very interesting. 
Even the gory climax doesn't really 
help. Whatever huppens to their 
bodies is plain enough: their minds 
are an insoluble mystery. 

Of course, if enough people are 
content to ignore the mind and con- 
sider only the body; if they are 
prepared to buy Beatrice Dalle as a 
new Brigitte Bardot; and if they fall 
for the kind of crude eroticism she 
projects, the film can’t be anything 
less than a smash hit. 

Since, as you may have gathered, I 
think Ms. Dalle’s charms in this film 
are limited to the purely animal 
level, combined with a spoiled brat 
aggressiveness | find very annoying 
after the first five minutes, and there 
is no hint of a character behind it all, 
this film's magic doesn't touch me. 

As for the visual style, which uses 
spare sets and Hockney colours in 
the early sequences and then moves 
towards heavier darker hues as sets 
crowd the image and lighting becom- 
es dimmer and softer, this is the best 
designed and the most satisfying 
aspect of the picture. However, it 
can’t be more than an impressive 
wrapping for an empty package.

last week at a meeting with the press 
on the premises, talking about the 
difficulties of ensuring a budget. 

Kotler, now artistic director of the 
more mainstream Israel Festival, 
was the initiator of the Neveh Zedek 
Theatre as a project in alternative, 
community-oriented theatre. Today 
he is the chairman of its board of 
directors. 

‘The theatre, housed in what was 
the first girls’ school in Tel Aviv, 
now refurbished, has had a very 
uneven history in its attempt, to re- 
main independent and survive. It 
seems to be embarking on a new era, 
artistically and financially, with 
some of the necessary compromises. 

Finances first. The theatre has 
found someone who doesn’t mind 
having his picture taken with the 
dishevelled bunch who work there, 
though he himself is quite carefully 
manicured. And it isn't only a pose. 

Mickey Yerushalmi, on behalf of 
his parents and sister, has been offer- 
ing active support of theatre activi- 
ties for the last five years.

bathroom which, Kotler brags, has a 
view of the sea. 

Are the increased comforts a 
trade-off for a return to the more 
conservative spatial arrangement? 
Kotler insists that the possibilities of 
the U-shaped space were rarely ex- 
ploited, and that in any case, many 
of the productions which originate in 
Neveh Zedek go on the road to 


. out-of-the-way places with only 


minimal theatre facilities. 

Neither of those arguments seems 
very convincing, but the improve- 
ment in the quality of equipment and 
the attractive design of the space can 
only be applauded. 

For the last two-nnd-a-half years, 
the theatre has been administered by 
Ya'acov Shein, with actor Peter 
Sinai serving as artistic director. 

Among their community- 
conscious productions was & musical 
about unemployment called Sellers 
Only, which had 65 performances, 
mostly outside of Tel Aviv. The 
premiere, for instance, was in Yero- 
ham, and it was well-received by the 
people of development towns whose 
problems it seemed to reflect. 

The King Went to Sleep, ἃ lively 
children’s play that deals with demo- 
cracy -- the dangers of closing your 
eyes and letting someone else strug- 
gle with decisions ~ has had 3 
performances. And one of the most 
original of the recent projects was ἃ 
Jaffa workshop involving Moslem 
and Christian Arabs, who produced 
a documentary theatre piece about 
life in their neighbourhood, 

Out of a desire to develop the 
artistic quality of their work, the 
theatre recently asked actor/director 
Aharon Almog to take over the job 
of artistic director, and he began 
work about two months ago. Almog, 
who was one: of the founders of the 
Khan Theatre in Jerusalem, with 
Michael-Alfreds, recently directed 
Habimah’s Orchard and the Came- 
ri’s Abandoned Property. 


Sense of community 


Among the productions for the 
next two years will be Shooting an 
Elephant, based on the Orwell story; 
a version of Don Quixote; The Good 
Soldier Schweik; and Hanoch 
Levin's Vardele's Youth. 

In addition to the Yerushalmi sup- 
port, the theatre has a small subsidy 
from the Education Ministry, and 
will be getting some support from 
the municipality. But at the same 
time, Kotler complains that the city 
has taken away the rights to an 
amphitheatre in the courtyard of the 
U-shaped building, and wants to 
make it into a plaza. One of the ways 
the theatre centre made ends almost 
meet in the past was to rent out the 
amphitheatre space in the summer to 
a private impresario. 

Another new source of support — 
and one of the most significant: the 

recently-founded Karev Founda- 
tion, initiated by Charles Bronfman 
of Montreal, has committed itself to 
funding community projects. One of 
them, this October, will be a month- 
long joint venture by Neveh Zedek 
and Omanut La’am (Art for the 
People) bringing theatre workshops 
and productions to five centres in the 
Galilee, including kibbutzim, Arab 
communities and army bases. 


TWO GUEST ensembles who have 

had a longer fourney than from Tel 

Aviv to Safad, and whose visits are 

of political as well as cultural in- 

terest, are the Bartok Quartet of 

Budapest and Moscow's Romen- 
psy Musical Theatre. 

The Barlok Quartet - Peter Komn- 
los, first violin, Geza Hargitai, 
second violin, Geza Nemeth, viola, 
and Laszlo Mezo, cello ~ had been 
invited to Israel many times in the 
past, but only now has the Hunga- 
rian’ state agency for performing 
artists allowed them to come. 
Apparently a signal — along with the 


arrival of the Hungarian circus ~ of 
improving relations. 

‘The four men arrived in Israel a 
week ago, but their gala concert is 
yet to come: 8 marathon in Jeru- 
salem on March 23, which will be 
attended by Shimon Peres — in his 
unofficial capacity as ordinary 
music-lover. 

Impresario Ruth Shahar told a 
press conference in Tel Aviv last 
week that it had taken her over a 
year-and-a-half of tough negotia- 
tions to get the state@gency to allow 
them to come ~ and to include Jeru- 
salem in their itinerary. 

When the agency originally said 
they could come, but not to Jeru- 
salem, she even toyed with the di- 
plomatic game of having them per- 
form in Ein Kerem, which could be 
advertised as a suburb of Jerusalem. 
But the Targ Music Centre there 
only seats 150, and besides, she 
wanted them to give a master class in 
Jerusalem, and -- not besides - there 
was the principle of the thing. Three 
months ago the government agency 
gave the OK. , 

The world-famous quartet travels 
extensively in Europe and to the 
U.S., Australia and New Zealand. 
After Israel, they'll be going to 
Japan for the seventh time. 

‘The quartet was formed 30 years 
ago, when the musicians were stu- 
dents at the Liszt Academy of Music 
in Budapest— all except Hargitai, the 
second violonist, who is younger and 
only joined the group three years 
ago. Today, the three senior mem- 
bers are professors at the Academy — 
when they're there. 

Aside from general curiosity ab- 
out this exotic part of the world, 
what Interested ‘them in coming 
here, Peter Komlos said, was hear- 
ing “how good and interesting 

musical life is in Istaet.”” They had 
played with Pinhas Zukerman 


have been playing with Israeli musi- 
cians here: pianist Arye Vardi, clari- 
netist Eli Hefetz, and the Tel Aviv 
String Quartet. 

They are not playing the full cycle 
of their namesake's six quartets, be- 
cause they find that most audiences 
can’t take so much Bartok all at once 
— even audiences in Hungary or 
Germany. One of the Tel Aviv con- 
certs will be their 2,700th — and in all 
that time they have played the full 
Bartok cycle between 50 and 60 
times, they said. 

Komlos said he has a personal 
interest in being in Israel: he is 
Jewish, and has some relatives here, 
who left Hungary after World War 
IL. He doesn't know their names or 
any more details. 


IT TOOK impresario Victor Freilich 
five years to convince the Soviet 
cultural authorities to allow the state 
gypsy theatre to visit Israel. There 
too, the decision apparently reflects 
a policy of cultural thaw.
